He enlsted In the 24th Now
York Infantry, and went to Elmira, from
thence to W ngton., He served for two yoears,
and participated in some of the severe battles of the
ently perod of the war, Clark assorts, mosl posi-
tively, that he wns honcrably discharged, and that
altnoueh for the remaning two years of the war he
wns enwaged in the bouuty brokernge business, hav-
mp e headgnarters at Elmira, he was never ar-
rested for bounty jumping. During these two years
that he was in business, he says that he may have
enlisted twenty-five, fifty, or perbaps s hondrod
men, Sinee the pesos he has not done anythng for
two years, iving during the greater part of chat
time In New York city. Tue wituess objected muoch
1o tell with whom ho boarded during that timo, as
the people were very respectable, and his connec-
tion with them might bring them into disrepute.

Clark. He deniod having anything to do with the

went under the pame of Thomes Smith,

A Paying-Teller Flooced at Faro—Over One Hun

£100,000 by the Nassau Bank, has just beeo
brought to light through the vigilance of the
detective pollce.

The facts In the case are substantially ax (-
lows:—0n Wednesday night, the detectives at
tached 10 Police Headquarters informed In-
spector Carpenter that a well-dressed man was
visiting the different gambling hella oo Broad-
wiy, and while much exciwed hg wine, wis loeing
large sums of money ot *‘faro.’

ey had learned that the man woe an officer
in one of the city banks, and the yuierence was
pnaturally drawn that he was not using his sa
lary, but that the bank was unwittingly footing
the gnmester's losses, It wans not knova whicn

bank the man was attached to, so Inwpec-
tor Carpenter reported the facts w0 Super-
intendent Kennedy the next mornmng. The

latter directed that detectives should walch the
movements of the infatunted man that nighr,
On Thursday night, with the regularity which
marks the movements ol the gambler, the man

wis once more at hiw old haunts. He was
followed from ome gambling <aloon to
another, and in esnch one he was fAeeced
by the owners ol those establishments,

During the evening tho officars learned toay
the man's nawe was George H, Briges, paying.
telley of the Nassau Bank, corner nf Beckman
and Nassan streets, The oflicers having be
come savisticd that the bank had been de-
fraunded, Inspector Carpenter called upon the
President, Hamilton Blydenburgh, at the Cla-
rendon ﬁotel, and laid the facts before him,
That gentleman was startled at the disclosuce,
but would not believe that Briggs sould have
committed any crime, so0 great wias his contl-
dence in his honesty. Mr. Blydenburgh wos
induced by the luspector 10 make an examinn-
tion of the books of the prume-teller. He wis
astonished to tind that $100,600 had been ab-

strneted trom the aprplus ands left in the
hands of the paying teller.

Yesterday afternoon Iuspecior Carpeunter ar-
reried Briggs, He was muach surprised; but

when informed ol the nature of the charcee, con-
fessed his guili, and sald be oo large sums of
money at different times, peardy all ol which
bad been logt at plav. Sometimes he had =taked
as high as $4000 or $5000 at a time and lost.

Briggs is a married man, abont 45 years ol
uge, Heretotore he has borue an irreproachable
character and moved in rood society.

At present he oceupies one of the cells al
police headquarters, where he wll remain unt
an mvestication 18 made of cthe books of the
bank,— New York Iribune.
